On Tuesday morning 
Magistrate Primrose ruled that five 
beers during the afternoon is enough 
to warrant a conviction for intoxica¬ 
tion. Emil Blackburn, who had drunk 
t : he five beers in question, was accord 
ingly sentenced to 20 days’ imprison¬ 
ment at. Fort Saskatchewan on the 
charge of being intoxicated while op¬ 
erating. an auto.

When a man can make 
a big fortune in any province Or coun 
try, probably wholly by reason of the 
great opportunities that were avail¬ 
able to him there, he ought to con¬ 
tribute something substantial to the 
state when he dies. And the richer 
he is the more he should be taxed. 


GIVES GOOD ADVICE 


Magistrate P. G. Thomas gave 
very good'advice in the police court 
the other day, when he advised the 
men brought before him for drunken¬ 
ness and fighting, to keep out of the 
beer parlors and save their money 
for the winter months It is pitiful 
to see so much of the hard-earned 
harvester pay slip away so easily in 
a few hours of noise and hilarity— 
followed all too often by a scene in 
the police court. Many of the har¬ 
vesters depend on the busy fall seas- 
nn for a "Stake” to eke them through 
the precarious occasional employ¬ 
ment of the winter months, r Anid if 
the money they make is dissipated as 
soon as it is earned, many of them 
are in line for the charity organiza¬ 
tions in the winter. All too often 
families are. dependent on their earn, 
ings. 


IT IS RUMORED 


It is wonderful with what compos, 
ure we can-view other peoples’ diffi¬ 
culties. We hear that the coming of 
Eaton’s to Calgary, is likely toi shove 
to the wall, many smaller business 
concerns, which have shared the ups 
and downs of the city for many long 
years. We are but mildly interested. 
But when' the rumor persists and 
again persists that T. Eaton’s is no 
longer a Canadian-controlled concern 
but has as its largest shareholders, a 
group of Chicago Jews, we feel that 
here is something different. Not that 
any one bears any grudge either 
against Jews or Chicago—though 
Mayor Thompson has helped to chill 
any undue ardor. But after all this 
is Canada, and the ownership of the 
T. Eaton Company is a matter to in¬ 
terest anyone. If the Chicago-Jew 
rumor is true, it should be substan¬ 
tiated. If false, it should be cleared 
up. But apart altogether from the 
ownership of Eaton’s there is the old 
question of shopping allegiance. 
Where should we do our buying? 
The cheapest place is not always the 
most deserving. There are certain 
simple loyalties well worth observ. 
ing. The goodwill of everyone is 
necessary in order that progress may 
be made in any community. Loyalty 
is an old fashioned word—indeed, it 
seems at times an old-fashioned sen¬ 
timent It has been characterized at 
times as “foolish” and “misguided.” 
But it stands through time, as one 
of the warm, rich, words of our lang 
uage. It brings its own blessing. 

In recalling the days of his Prem¬ 
iership, Mr. Meighen records that at 
the best of times it was not a pleas¬ 
ant and easy task-He said be was apt 
to feel very much like the^boy in the 
book shop. A book collector wan¬ 
dered into the shop, approached the 
counter and said “Have you ‘The Life 
of the Poet,’ here ?"* “No” replied 
the boy “I haven’t the life of a dog 
and I’m getting out next Saturday 
night.” 


! Thirty men from the Russian Sov- 
| itt are being sent out to study meth- 
j ods of Canadian wheat growing The 
idea is to increase production in Rus¬ 
sia. At present the production in 
j that country is almost as great as be 
fore the war, but the peasants are 
loath to market their grain, because 
they think the government does not 
pay enough. They use a great deal 
more than formerly themselves, feed 
it to stock and use it for vodka. The 
I result is that Russia’s wheat export 
| is one twentieth what it was before 
I he war. The government is now re- 
I quisitioning the peasant crop, and 
j planning huge farms in various parts 
of the country. It is to apply mod¬ 
ern methods to these large farms, 
that the group is coming to investi¬ 
gate Canadian conditions. Even in 
the event of the Russian regaining 
power as a wheat market, the result 
is not greatly to be feared, as tile de¬ 
mand for wheat is steadily increasing 
in the world. More people are con¬ 
suming white bread, and the Orient is 
an increasingly great prospective 
market. Also U.S. will soon cease 
all wheat exporting. 


GREAT GERMAN WRITER 

Emil Ludwig, Germany’s great wri 
ter, in reviewing the progress in 
Europe, during the ten years of peace 
says in part: “No individual in Eur¬ 
ope today can decide to wage a war 
or to sign a peace treaty without 
subjecting himself to control at the 
hands of his fellow countrymen. 
Europe which before the war includ¬ 
ed three republics, now has thirteen. 
Strictly speaking all Europe has be¬ 
come a republic, since even when the 
Kings of yesterday do rule, they are 
leduced to impotence Yet there are 
dictators, Italy, Spain, Poland and 
Hungary are ruled over in greater or 
less degree by one individual. Their 
governments are democratic only in 
outward appearance. The old coun¬ 
tries which have grown in the ways 
of democracy, can realize no other 
existence. The world might come to 
an end sooner than the possibility of 
a dictatorship in England or Ameri¬ 
ca. And yet in Germany conceivably 
there might be attempts to establish 
a dictatorship. Italy has been for 
centuries the toy of strong men. Hun 
gary politically immature finds it 
hard to accustom herself to democ¬ 
racy. The progress amongst these 
“new republics” must necessarily be 
slow and faltering politically, before 
the people realize generally the bur¬ 
den and success of democracy. But 
Europe has seen miracles of political 
progress in the last ten years.” 


REDUCED TO PEASANTRY 


The prediction was made by Sena¬ 
tor Smith W. Brookhart, in a Repub¬ 
lican address last week that unless 
the farm problem is solved within 
the next ten years all farms will be 
operated by corporations and the far 
mers reduced to peasantry. “The 
farm problem is the real problem,” 
the senator said. - ‘-‘Since, 1912 the 
value of farm lands. had decreased 
^ venty billion dollars and in the same 
period 1,500,000 farmers lost their 
property and farm bankruptcy had in 
creased one thousand per cent.” Sen¬ 
ator Brookhart blamed the federal re 
sene law, which, he said', “takes mon 
ey from the farmers for use of stock 
gambling.” He also blamed high 
railroad rates under the federal 
transportation act.

CALGARY INVENTOR 


A new invention is being perfected 
in Calgary, which it is expected will 
be released within the new few 
months. By this invention the mo¬ 
tor chains are located under the 
running at the front. When need ri¬ 
ses for their use, they may be re¬ 
leased by the motion of a lever from 
the driver’s seat. The chains automa 
tically clamp to spinning wheel, and 
carry on. When their use is oven, a 
pull of the lever carries them to their 
permanent place under the running 
board. Last week this invention was 
submitted to eighteen tests, and it 
was 100 per cent, successful. If it 
should present no flaws, and be plac¬ 
ed on the market at a reasonable 
price, it will prove a godsend to peo¬ 
ple who insist on travelling over un¬ 
certain roads in their Sunday clothes.

In the many sided arguments that, 
have gone on regarding the British 
workmen in the western harvest 
fields, a local citizen contributed his 
ideas, the other day, wliich show a 
great fairmindedness. 

In travelling over the country, he 
visited one threshing outfit, which 
was fully manned and should have 
been working top speed. He saw 
four of the men lying round the cook 
car, and asked them what was the 
matter. They were Britishers and 
very likely looking fellows. They ex¬ 
hibited their “We have .blisters. They 
are painful—we can’t work.” 

In the meantime the bofis had look¬ 
ed them over, inquired what was the 
matter, turned on his heel and gone 
to the house to the phone. He called 
his nearest town. Yes, there were 
men wanting work. Yes, they could 
send out four good workmen at once. 
He went back to the cook-car and 
paid off the blistered ones, with an 
abrupt “Here’s your time.” 

They were dumbfounded. They 
didn’t savvy that this was the peak 
of the season in a country where. 
physical discomfort is very secondary 
But as they turned away crestfallen, 
one of them said: "I didn’t know one 
had to work blisters and all. But I’ll 
get me another job and next time I’ll 
stick.” 

The observer was impressed with 
the spirit of the fellow, and felt that 
he would make valuable material At 
the same time, no western person 
would, think of criticizing the boss. 
The fate of q threshing outfit rests 
in the weatheV, which may change 
any moment. Every hour counts. The 
boss hires so much.brawn and mus¬ 
cle, pays well, feeds well. He has to 
have result. A man has to keep up 
his end or quit. It is no moment for 
humanitarianism or spoon feeding. A 
seasoned harvester, or even any inex¬ 
perienced wester n bo y knows this. He 
keps his place 'in line, blisters or no 
blisters. 

On the other hand, the fault lies 
with those who rush these men into 
our fields, without any warning of 
the* situation. They have not the re¬ 
motest idea of the tension of a har¬ 
vest season. They come soft with 
weeks’ travel. They have not’been 
told of the cold nights, of the blisters 
t is probable that no one suggests 
warm clothing, poksibly no one has 
even suggested the necessity for a 
pair of two-bit gloves. No one warns 
them that the first few days of 
threshing will be physically almost 
unendurable 

If the middle men would have the 
courage or common sense to picture 
harvest scenes as they are, there 
would be a great saving and less tnis 
understanding. Men with grit, would 
be willing to enter the test, knowing 
what they were entering—and with 
no kick coming. Having survived the 
ultimate test in labor, they would 
settle downjLfinding when the inhum¬ 
an rush of harvest was over, that 
there were kindly interested people, 
and places open where an industrious 
workman could find a good home «nd 
occupation. 


NO CRIMINAL TYPE 

To show the great divergence be¬ 
tween “theories” of crime and actual 
practical facts, a learned justice of 
New York announced that there were 
eight physical characteristics that 
definitely marked the criminal type, 
these were receding chin, protruding 
jaw, wide stare, droop in the left eye 
lid, low brow, bumpy brow, thick hair 
and ears, set at right angles to the 
head.” If any four of these charac¬ 
teristics are present, there could lie 
no doilbt that the man was of crimin¬ 
al type. And to offset this solemn 
having at least five of these charac- 
finding, a group of well known men, 
teristics, include the president of a 
University, a great English preacher 
a French general, a leading writer 
and one' of the world’s great inven_ 
tors. 

Officials of large surety companies 
find that “nine out of ten men are 
potential criminals” and think tliat 
i women are more honest than men. 
On the other hand, heads of depart- 
1 ment stores state that most people 
are honest, but that nine out of ten 
thefts are committed by women. Ho- 
j tel managers say that men and wom¬ 
en steal anything removable. 

While the wisest men seem to be¬ 
lieve that there is no such thing as a 
“born criminal,” yet they believe that 
all mankind is potentially criminal 
under certain circumstances. Almost 
everyone will admit that he could 
conceive of circumstances under 
which he might commit a criminal 
act, and many respectable men have 
started life by criminal means 

Crime is rarely a ongjyded propor¬ 
tion. In the responsibility for it, the 
schools, the churches, thoughtless 
fathers, indulgent mothers, vain 
wives, underpaying employers, usur¬ 
ious bankers and grasping money 
lenders must share. ,, 

“Lord Lovat’s settlement scheme 
has yet brought forth no committ¬ 
ment frqm the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment. Lord Lovat suggests that 20,- 
000 British families be settled in 
Canada. Cottages to the number of 
5000 would be erected for the settlers 
and they will be expected to pay for 
their farms on a thirty year term. 

The City of Crewe has elected a 
Socialist Mayor who is living on the 
dole. But after this-he will receive a 
salary of $1000 toward his ceremon-< 
ial expenses of office.

IS THE POOL A SUCCESS? 

--(Toronto Telegram, Oct. 8) 

Radical difference of opinion exists 
- in banking and milling circles as to 
thle position of the Canadian Wheat 
1 Pool this year Opinion is far from 
solid on either side, some bankers 
and millers claiming the pool has 
fallen down, and others of both sides 
i the reverse. 

Those who claim the pool is facing 
a most critical position this year and 
will “make or break” on the results 
of handling the present crop, claim 
that the individual farmer will find 
w-hem the season closes that he would 
have been much-- better off had he 
marketed his grain himself. 

| Opponents of the pool also claim 
| that wheat prices have been depres- j 
sed as a result of liquidation of last j 
year’s carry-over by the pool. It is ; 
said in these circles that the pool sold j 
the bulk of its carryover, which was j 
mostly high grade wheat, to millers 
in Great Britain early in the year, 
and at a marked price concession. 
This group claims that as a result the 
English millers are processing whe^t 
of the highest grade , secured at a 
price which makes it impossible for 
the Canadian miller to compete; in 
other words, that the English miller 
is working on Canadian wheat which 
, cost him less than the Canadian mil¬ 
ler is paying for this year’s crop. 
They also advance the statement that 
-j as a result of this cheap purchase the 
j English miller’s requirements have 
: been filled l and he is now “out of the 
market.” 

! On the other hand, a figure very 
close to the Canadian milling indus- 
I try, who frankly admits he has no 
| love for The wheat pool, is of opinion 
| that that co-operative ins,tution has 
I come through with colors flying. He 
expresses the belief that the pool sold 
[ from 150 to 900 million bushels of 
{September and October futures early 
I in the year at around $1.40 per bush¬ 
el, and that they bought in quite a 
roportion of these options when the 
price fell to around $1.10. 

| “If the wheat pool has been on the 
j job—and I think it has,” he said, “it 
has accumulated some substantial 
profits on it.\ trading, for the possi¬ 
bility of gambling profits to any 
group commanding as much wheat as 
(toes the pool lias been tremendous 
, this year.” 

| Asked regarding the report that 
the pool had upset the export mar. 
ket for Canadian millers by “dump¬ 
ing” the carry-over in Great Britain, 
he said that] he doubted if this were 
the case, as of three Canadian milling 
concerns wi.th which he was in touch, 
one was booked up solid on export 
business for the rest of the year, a 
second until December and a third 
for several weeks to come.

PULI’ FROM STRAW 

There are 3000 known industrial 
products which can be chemically 
produced from farm waste, such as 
corn stalks, corncobs, wheat straw, 
oat ^haff, etc. These include flexible 
wall boards, synthetic lumber, imita¬ 
tion jvory, celluloid movie films, ray. 
on silk and synthetic wool. Wheat 
straw may also be used for pulp suit¬ 
able for the production of special 
qualities of paper. The constant 
sight of burning straw stacks, 
throughout the west, strikes chemists 
travelling by train, as a deplorable 
waste. J. I’. Murray, leading manu¬ 
facturer of Toronto,, has predicted 
that strawboard and barrel plant fac 
tories may soon be operating in the 
west, using the straw as the basis in 
raw material 

As an illustration of what may lie 
ahead of us in the disposal of so 
much waste straw, down in the 
Southern States, the fibrous material 
from the sugar cane called bagasse, 
was burned for years as so much 
waste. Now bagasse is being manu¬ 
factured for fibrous material, and has 
become more valuable than the sugar. 
In some parts bagasse has become 
the main industry, sugar the by-pro¬ 
duct. Industries of this nature take 
large capital, abundance of raw ma. 
terial and convenient distribution. 
But as an instance, it might be reas¬ 
onable^ to suppose that some large 
motor industry would find it advis¬ 
able to establish a factory in the 
West, for a high-grade lacquer, 
which could be produced admirably 
from straw.

CHEAP ELECTRIC POWER 


THE “TALKIES” 


The talking film with all its compli 
cations is the new venture of the big 
motion picture concerns. For two 
years it has been tested, and in a new 
search for novelty that will"fill the 
movie palaces, such companies as 
Paramount, Ffrst National and Uni- 
i versal are all making talking movies, 
j The ultimate result of this revolur 
( tion, will turn everything topsy-tur- 
I vey, and probably create a new per- 
| sonal round the picture studios. Ex. 
I perienced and finished writers will 
have to be pressed into service. Many 
j an actress who “got by” on her fig- 
| ure, will be doomed if she has no 
I speaking voice. Few movie actors or 
| actresses have had any extensive 
training in speaking parts. And so 
many an artist who has struggled 
I along on the legitimate stage, will be 
in sudden demand. Exit one star, en¬ 
ter another. Many of our heroes and 
heroines will vanish from our ken. 

Another important point is that 
the industry draws about 40 per cent, 
of its income from foreign sales. But 
the talking films will be no good, ex¬ 
cept for English speaking countries. 
A double set of films will have to be 
made. 

The expense and risks of the new 
venture will be prodigious, and 
whether it will take fully either the 
place of the “silent drama” or the le¬ 
gitimate stage, is something that no¬ 
body knows for sure. The only sure 
thing is that every big company is 
going to risk it And in time every 
theatre of considerable size will be 
wired for talking films. 


In no spirit of levity, our neighbor 
remarked that if Christ came to earth 
and cast His eye over coming events, 
He. would get quite a shock to find 
the amount of ifiachinery necessary 
to carry out his teachings. Almost all 
organizations, even the so-called sec¬ 
ular, have as-Uheir foundation, direct¬ 
ly or indirectly, the spirit of Christ. 
And it takes at least twenty-trwo of 
them in this town to put it over. This 
does not include churches, missionary 
societies, young people’s /organiza¬ 
tions, nor the machinery necessary 
for the functioning of a town’s busi. 
ness life. Twenty-two voluntary 
groups, all working briskly, and eacli 
apparently filling some particular 
need This for 1500 people. A 
glance over the schedule of coming 
events in every other little town pre¬ 
sents a similar complicated program. 
Periodically almost every group gives 
some function to which the public re¬ 
sponds. The sum total of money rais¬ 
ed in any small town by all the differ¬ 
ent organizations would probably be 
surprising, and would be evidence of 
what might be done on a large scale 
if everyone “threw in” together. 

At any rate we are entering the 
season when every week something 
will be given “under the auspices of ” 
As our neighbor says “no doubt a lot 
of good is accomplished but life cer. 
tainly begins to get a bit thick.” 


NATURE BOOKS POPULAR 


The nature books, novels and other 
works of Gene Stratton Porter are 
said to have had during her lifetime, 
twenty-five million readers. Her 
daughter has gathered together the 
letters of Mrs. Porter, and also has 
added much intimate history of her 
mother’s happy life, publishing it un¬ 
der the title "The Lady of the Tim- 
berlost.” Most interesting are the 
chapters telling how and why she be¬ 
came interested in nature study, the 
methods she evolved, her delight in 
the work and how she began writing 
about it/ The whole book, with the 
thread of Mr. and Mrs. Porter’s court 
ship and happy marriage, will make 
charming reading for all admirers of 
the lady of the Limberlost. 


It is always pleasant to hear of 
any Canadian institution held up as 
an example. In a recent issue of 
“Plain Talk,” Ontario’s provincial hy 
dro electric comes in for high prais¬ 
es. Half of the International bridge 
at Niagara is lighted by Ontario 
power, half hy American. The On¬ 
tario side cost $8 per lamp per month 
for lighting, as against $43 for the 
privately-owned electric power on 
the American side 

A Toronto woman using electricty 
for washing, cooking, sweeping and 
lighting consumed 344 kilowatt hours 
of electricity a month which cost 
$3.55 per month.. The same current 
in Washington, D.C., privately-owned 
would have cost her $23.18. 

The advantages of municipally 
owned plants, which borrow at a low 
rate of interest are cited in Seattle, 
which has 1 '- a rate of 3.28 cents an 
hour with 11,127 ranges used in the 
city; and in Tacoma with a rate of 
1.3 cents an hour. This results in 
very general use of electricity in 
these cities. 

The Electric Combine in United 
States has grown with such swiftness 
that four-fifths of the people must 
get their electricity from 41 corpor- 
aions or go without. Of these 41, 29 
are known to be controlled by five 
central companies, the General Elec¬ 
tric, the Doherty, Morgan and Ryan 
interests of New York and the Insull 
interests of Chicago.

TENTH CROP REPORT 

Issued by Department of Agriculture 
Government of Alberts, Edmonton 
October 4, 1928 

Threshing is fully seventy-five per 
cent completed throughout the prov¬ 
ince and good progress is being 
made with the remainder, according 
to telegraphic reports received by the 
Department of Agriculture for the 
tenth fortnightly crop report of the 
season. 

Weather conditions during the past 
two weeks have been generally satis¬ 
factory, although in a number of lo. 
calities light falls of rain and snow 
have hampered operations to some 
J extent. Grain is moving rapidly to 
! market and at some country points 
[ elevators are reported to be filled to 
| capacity. Recent reports make it dif 
! ftcult to estimate with any degree of 
accuracy the damage from frost. In 
a number .qf localities and in the 
case of earlier crops generally injury 
I has been Very slight, while in other 
districts the quality of a considerable 
percentage of the grain threshed has 
been lowered from one to three 
grades, and a marked decrease from 
J the anticipated yield is reported, 
j In the Peace River country the sea- 
j son has been very satisfactory, and 
| grades on the average are stated to 
be better than for last year’s crop. A 
great deal of fall plowing has been 
done throughout the province, and 
this, along with the large amount of 
land newly broken during the past 
i summer, promises an increased acre¬ 
age in readiness for next season. 
Good progress is being made with 
the harvest of the sugar beet crop in 
the .southern pty-t of the province 
and very satisfactory yields are re¬ 
ported.

I tences at two years.

The Year’a Work in the Wtyld’s 
reateat Unedveloped Oil Field 
Alberta 

Eastern Canadian papers are at 
last taking, Alberta’s oil development 
seriously, and the financial papers 
generally carry news' regarding field 
operations. The benefits which the 
western oil industry is receiving 
through publicity are fully realized 
by those engaged in operating in the 
West 

The Western feeling is that busi¬ 
ness men and women of the Domin¬ 
ion, when once they have the facts 
will at least look upon oil invest¬ 
ments as worth considering. They 
can see where they will get a fair run 
for their money and in many cases 
will profit immensely. Actual devel¬ 
opment in Alberta only commenced in 
1914, when 387 barrels were market, 
ed. By 1919 this had risen to 16,000 
barrels. After that for a time pro¬ 
duction declined. But since 1924 the 
output has increased in volume, and 
the extent of producing and poten¬ 
tial fields greatly enlarged. A year 
ago, Alberta wells were producing 
26000 barrels a month, with a total 
1927 production of 321,000 barrels. 

For the last four months refinery 
runs show that the wells have been 
averaging 43,000 barrels, and it is 
likely, that before the end of 1928, 
the average will be double a year 
ago with a total for this year of 500- 
000 barrels. 

When a deep well field such as 
Turner Valley, has an increase of 100 
per cent in production, the fact is 
highly creditable. And the addition¬ 
al fact that the oldest big producer 
in the valley is keeping up its aver- 
age' of 600 barrels of naptha gasoljne 
shows that as a field it is long.lived. 
There is every reason to assume that 
many others of the wells will be as 
productive as Royalite No. 4. 

Not only has new interest been 
created in the past twelve months, 
but a great many rtew factors have 
entered into development. A year 
ago bettter - prices, wefe started on 
Turner Valley acreage—this through 
the Foothills Company Drilling- is in 
progress in the Pincher Creek Field. 
A year ago Royalite 10 was highest 
Imperial well. Now Royalite No. 22 
is located. 

In the spring McLeod J and Dal- 
housie 1 came ■ into good production 
and good reports came from Okalta 
and Calmont. 

Ribstone Petroleum drilled in wild¬ 
cat structure near Wainwright, has 
had good showings of oil. This area 
is being capitalized by London fin¬ 
ance, and a good showing would 
bring over more London capital. 

One of the big p rejects for next 
year will be the marketing of South¬ 
ern Alberta’s huge supply of gas. 

The Jlange Company south of 
Lethbridge plans marketing its sup¬ 
ply in Montana. Eagle Butte well 
will seek to find a market in Saskatch 
ewan. Geologists of world repute 
have annotl^ed Alberta as “the 
greatest undeveloped oil area in the 
world.” 

High River Oilfields Co. will soon 
commence to drill south west of High 
River. 

HONESTY RESULTS 

“Ever since Adam and Eve made a 
mqral success of one boy and a fail¬ 
ure of the other, the training of 
children in character has been one .of 
the chief concerns of parents.’’ With 
this introduction the World’s Work 
records researches which have been 
made amongst 10,000 children, in or¬ 
der to study their tendencies to lie, 
cheat and steal.
